A few 
min u tes after th e fire was fo u n d th e 
blaze was ru n n in g fiercely alo n g th e 
facade an d, fan n ed by a stro n g win d, 
th e flames sp read rap idly an d leap ed 
fro m o n e bu ildin g to an o th er.

On 
the heels of Mr. Crane will come Vice 
President Sherman and Representa­ 
tive Loudenslager of New7 Jersey, sec­ 
retary of the congressional campaign 
committee and manager of its eastern 
office.

Mr. Louden­ 
slager has b een a friend of Mr. Can­ 
non for y ears, and nex t to Represen­ 
tative William B. McKinley o f Illino is, 
is regarded as being mo re intimate 
with Uncle Joe than almo st any man 
in pub lic life. 
It is not ex peoted that either Mr. 
Sherman or Mr. Loudenslager look 
with complaisance upon the elimina­ 
tion of Speaker Cannon. 
The friend­ 
ship b etween them has b een very real. 
Bui at the same time it is predicted 
that they too will see. what Mr. Crane 
and others seem to have seen, that 
Mr. Cannon must b e cast overb oard 
b efore thq Repub lican ship goes into 
action in the fall.
